There are theusands of people driving automobiles 
who don't know the first thing about driving an auto- 
nh obile, 

If that strikes you as a half-baked, smarty-pants 
gcneralization, it may be because you don't know the 
first thing, either. 


When we look in the newspaper any Monday morn- 
ing to learn who bas been killed in motor accidents, 
we learn that even when drivers know everything else 
about driving, they don’t know the first thing. 

The first’ thing you must understand about your 
car is that it does not belong exclusively to you. Un- 
less you get this point straight you cannot be an in- 
telligent driver. The legal concept of ownership is 
already out of date as it applies to automobiles. And 
until every motorist gets it clearly through his head 
that his ear is not entirely his own property, driving 
will continue to threaten his purse, his health, his 
sanity, and his life.

other purpose than to give you pleasure. You may 
use them as you like, leave them out to rust in the 
rain, chop them up for kindling, and it’s nobody’s 
business.

So it is, you protest. with your automobile. You 
are responsible for whatever is your fault. You re- 
quire no interference until something goes wrong. 

That’s where we disagree. We insist that the in- 
hibitions which govern your use of your golf clubs 
are entirely insufficient to make you a safe driver. 
You ean kill a man with a golf club, but only if you 
put your heart into it. You can kill several men with 
your ear, very easily, without even meaning to. 

Regulations governing your conduct as a motorist 
will continue ineffective as long as you cling to your 
belief that your car, like your shoes, is a private 
and independent means of getting you from A to B. 
As things stand, our laws are merely the expression 
of how much interference you deem necessary for

sineerely obeyed, because you regard them as an 


encroachment upon your essential sovereigny as a 
driver. So many motorists are so many votes, and 
the law is timid. Every policeman’'s wage is a charge 


upon your wages, so enforcement is but a token. 


Short of providing a constable to ride with every 
driver, the law cannot cope with your innocent arro- 
gance in supposing that your car is your very own to 
manage as you please.

The Climate of Southern Alberta 


The weather is a very 
topic of conversation, The “natives” 
of almost any locality will boast 
their weather and 
any unpleasantry as most unusual. 
Southern Alberta is no exception_~ 
the weather receives its 
comment and for this reason 
following observations may be of 
interest. All records are long term 
averages at the Experimental 
Station. 

The Lethbridge area has more 
hours of sunshine per year than 
any other area in Canada. The 
chinook wind is another outstanding 
feature of the climate of Southern 
Alberta. These southwest winds 
blow anytime during the year and 
have a decided effect on the 
weather throughout all four seasons. 
It is true that Southern Alberta 
also has more wind than any other 
populated area in Canada. Con- 
trary to|belief January is the wind- 
iest month in the year. 

Many people, especially Ameri- 
cans, think that winter  temper- 
atures are extremely cold in Can- 
ada. However, there is not one ob- 
point in the states of 
Minnesota and North Dakota which 
has as high an temper:
